Gentlemen, — 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Report  for  the  year 

IQ04. 

The  Death-rate  was  13-1  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

The  Birth-rate  was  20-3  per  thousand  of  the  population,  and  is 
the  lowest  recorded  in  your  district. 

The  zymotic  death-rate  was  '92  per  thousand  of  the  population, 
and  that  of  England  and  Wales  was  1 '38  less  218  towns. 

There  has  been  a great  increase  in  the  number  of  Infectious 
diseases  notified,  due  chiefly  to  the  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever. 
Smallpox  again  made  its  appearance,  but  there  was  never  any  serious 
outbreak. 

The  sewerage  of  Clifton  has  been  completed  during  the  year 
and  other  improvements  have  been  sanctioned  by  your  Council  and 
these  will  be  carried  out  in  the  near  future. 

These  improvements  will  undoubtedly  be  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public  health.

The  population  of  the  above  District,  estimated  to  the  middle 
of  1904,  was  6,484.  The  population  is  practically  stationary  due  to 
the  fact  that  it  is  based  on  the  very  slight  increase  which  had  taken 
place  during  the  years  1891  to  1901.  The  following  table  shews  the 
estimated  population  of  each  Parish  on  the  same  basis.  I have  also 
added  figures  shewing  the  natural  increase  for  the  year,  i.e.,  excess  of 
births  over  deaths.

7'he  average  for  the  above  nine  years  is  a little  over  24,  thus 
there  is  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  during  1904. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  there  were  eleven  cases 
notified  from  Hartshead  find  nine  from  Norland. 


Of  the  eleven  from  Hartshead  four  occurred  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  and  the  remainder  during  the  lact  quarter.  On  receiving 
the  first  notification  of  the  latter  outbreak  I visited  the  School  and 
ascertained  that  two  children  had  been  sent  home  from  School  in  a 
peeling  condition.  As  they  lived  outside  your  area  I wrote  to  the 
M.O.H.  of  the  district  in  which  they  resided.  Two  others  were 
found  in  the  School  in  the  same  condition  and  these  were  promptly 
isolated  at  home.  Several  children  whom  I thought  might  have 
contracted  the  disease  were  sent  home  and  visits  were  made  during 
the  following  week.  It  was  very  fortunate  indeed  that  the  number 
of  cases  was  not  greater.  ’Jhe  origin  of  the  small  outbreak  at  Nor- 
land was  traced  to  a school  in  an  adjoining  district  where  Scarlet  Fever 
had  broken  out.  These  were  generally  mild  in  character.  None  of 
these  latter  were  removed  to  hospital.  1 here  is  yet  some  prejudice 
or  objection  to  removal  of  patients  from  this  parish,  but  I believe  this 
will  soon  be  removed  as  the  benefits  of  Hospital  are  beginning  to  be 
more  fully  realised.

All  these  cases  occurred  in  Clifton  and  all  were  removed  to 
hospital.  Three  out  of  the  seven  were  in  one  house.  The  water  supply 
was  examined  twice,  but  there  was  no  evidence  of  sewage  Contamin- 
ation. No  definite  cause  could  be  assigned  for  the  others  except  in 
perhaps  one  instance,  when  on  carrying  out  a portion  of  the  Sewerage 
Scheme  an  old  defective  and  unknown  drain  was  discovered.

Six  of  these  cases  occurred  in  Clifton,  three  in  Hartshead  and 
one  each  at  Norland  and  Norwood  Green. 

The  disease  broke  out  in  4 houses  at  Clifton  and  in  2 at 
Hartshead,  and  never  spread  outside  these  houses.  None  of  the 
families  affected  were  in  any  way  connected  with  each  other,  and  the 
infection  was  with  two  exceptions  introduced  from  an  outside  source.

Small  pox  made  its  first  appearance  at  Hartshead  in  January. 
There  were  two  cases  notified  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  house- 
one  aged  41  years  and  the  other  g,  the  former  vaccinated  in  infancy 
only,  and  the  latter  unvaccinated.  No  other  cases  arose  from  thi» 
source. 

The  third  case  occurred  in  Clifton  in  March.  This  was  a 
woman  aged  36  years,  who  had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy  only.  1 he 
infection  was  probably  contracted  from  her  husband  who  had  been  ill 
about  a fortnight  previously.  I had  been  asked  to  see  this  man,  and 
though  1 examined  him  carefully  l could  find  no  rash,  As  the  early 
symptoms  of  small  pox  are  very  much  like  those  of  Influenza,  a 
diagnosis  cannot  be  made  until  about  the  third  day,  when  the  rash- 
appears. 

It  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  prove,  but  I am  convinced  that  the 
disease  may  be  of  so  mild  a character  that  there  may  be  no  rash,  or 
that  it  quickly  disappears,  and  it  is  cases  of  this  sort  which  produce  the 
greatest  trouble  and  anxiety.  With  respect  to  this  particular  instance, 
the  fact  remains  that  within  about  a fortnight  of  the  man  s illness,  his 
wife  was  found  suffering  from  a mild  though  typical  form  of  modified 
small  pox.  From  this  source  there  were  no  other  developments,  a 
result  due  in  all  probability  to  the  fact  that  the  man  happened  to  be 
without  employment,  and  did  not  come  into  contact  with  others  to 
the  same  extent  as  he  might  otherwise  have  done. 

The  fourth  case  arose  in  Norland  in  April,  and  was  the  only  case 
reported  from  this  parish.  This  patient  was  a young  man  aged  21, 
who  had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy  only. 

An  isolated  case  occurred  in  Norwood  Green  in  July,  but  the 
disease  did  not  spread.  This  was  a man,  42  years  of  age,  who  had  a 
severe  form  of  small  pox.  He  had  been  once  vaccinated  in  infancy. 

In  September  the  sixth  notification  of  Small  pox  was  received 
from  Hartshead,  viz.:---  a woman  aged  50  years,  vaccinated  when  a 
child.  There  were  no  other  cases  from  this  source. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  cases  occurred  in  Clifton  in  October  in 
one  house,  the  second  being  notified  10  days  after  the  first.  I he  rest 
of  the  family  escaped.  The  first  of  these  two,  aged  16,  was  unvaccin- 
ated, and  the  second  stated  that  he  had  been  vaccinated  in  infancy,  but 
there  was  no  evidence  of  this. 
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He  was  successfully  vaccinated  on  October  2nd,  and  the  rash 
made  its  appearance  on  October  13th. 

An  isolated  case  arose  during  the  same  month  in  C lifton.  She 
was  successfully  isolated  at  home,  thewhole  family  voluntarily  quarant- 
ing  themselves. 

The  last  two  cases  were  notified  at  C lifton  from  one  house,  the 
latter  of  the  two  arising  about  14  days  after  the  former. 

In  dealing  with  Small  pox  removal  to  Hospital,  vaccination  and 
re-vaccination,  and  disinfection  have  been  promptly  resorted  to.  In 
one  instance  the  contacts  refused  to  be  vaccinated,  and  it  was  only 
after  the  patient  had  been  in  hospital  that  he  requeste-d  me  to  see  that 
this  operation  was  performed  This  was  immediately  done,  but  too 
late  to  prevent  one  of  them  contracting  the  disease. 

Two  of  the  eleven  cases  before  detailed  were  unvaccinated, 
and  another  was  doubtful ; the  remaining  eight  had  all  been  vaccinated 
in  infancy  only.

Numbers  8 and  11  were  both  successfully  vaccinated  after  the 
reception  of  the  infection.  All  the  patients  recovered. 

Some  correspondence  has  taken  place  between  the  Distiict 
Council  and  the  Local  Government  Board  concerning  the  quarantine 
of  contacts  in  a house  where  Small  pox  has  arisen,  and  they  will  not 
sanction  any  expense  in  this  direction  only  under  exceptional  circum- 
stances and  on  the  advice  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
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As  I explained  my  reasons  last  year  for  favouring  quarantine 
in  certain  cases,  there  is  no  further  need  to  repeat  them.  Should 
further  cases  break  out  I shall  submit  a report  to  you  on  the  particular 
circumstances,  and  advise  on  the  neccessity  or  otherwise  of  quarantine 
in  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Local  Government  Board. 

I can  certainly  state  this,  that  the  ratepayers  generally  favour  this 
system,  and  do  not  in  any  way  object  to  the  cost. 

The  Hollin  Heys  Small  pox  Hospital  has  been  in  use  during 
the  year  for  the  reception  of  cases.  This  arrangement  terminated  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  in  future  patients  suffering  from  this  disease 
will  be  lemoved  to  the  Halifax  Corporation’s  Small  pox  hospital ; terms 
having  been  arranged  between  that  authority  and  the  Brighouse  Joint 
Hospital  Board.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

As  mentioned  in  my  last  annual  report  an  inquiry,  respecting 
the  sewerage  of  Clifton,  had  been  held  on  October  ist,  1903. 

The  necessary  power  to  borrow  money  to  carry  out  the  work 
was  granted  by  the  Local  Government  Board  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year.  The  work  has  since  been  completed  and  the  Sew  ge  of  the 
most  populous  portion  passes  into  the  Brighouse  Corporation  s main 
Sewer.  The  Sewerage  of  Birkhouse  and  the  Bailiffe  Bridge  portion 
of  Clifton  has  also  been  finished,  ; rd  is  certainly  an  important 
improvement  in  Clifton. 

rl  he  experimental  Sewage  works  at  Norwood  Green  have  given 
every  satisfaction  during  the  year.  'J  he  addition  of  the  small  filter 
beds  has  greatly  improved  the  effluent,  and  little  or  no  difficulty  has 
been  experienced  with  the  automatic  Sprinkler.  The  experience  gained 
should  now  be  made  use  of  in  other  parts  of  your  District  mentioned 
in  my  report  for  1903,  viz.,  Burn,  Fixby  ; Pickwood  Scar,  Norland  ; 
and  Hartshead. 

There  seems  at  present  a prospect  of  the  drainage  of  Scar  Head, 
Norland,  being  connected  with  the  Sewers  of  a neighbouring  authority, 
the  latter  having  recently  had  their  Scheme  sanctioned  by  the  Local 
Government  Board.  Arrangements  for  the  reception  of  the  sewage, 
had  already  been  made,  but  could  not  be  carried  out  until  the  sanction 
of  the  Board  had  been  obtained. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 


Considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  towards 
supplying  portions  of  your  area  with  water.  I he  mains  have  been 
extended  to  Under  hill,  Norwood  Green,  and  many  of  the  houses 
connected. 


With  respect  to  Coley,  arrangements  had  been  at  last  completed 
and  an  agreement  entered  into,  between  a neighbouring  authority  for 
a joint  supply  of  water  to  the  two  districts  from  the  Halifax  < orpor- 
ation  mains.  The  work  was  being  rapidly  accomplished  when  another 
hitch  occurred.  The  mains  before  reaching  Coley  must  pass  through 
a portion  of  the  district  interested  in  the  Scheme,  and  this  is  claimed 
by  both  Bradford  and  Halifax  in  their  water  supply  areas.  Ihe  laying 
down  of  the  mains  is  at  present  in  abeyance  pending  the  results  of 
the  objection  raised  by  Bradford.  1 he  supply  of  water  to  Coley  is  a 
very  serious  matter,  and  it  would  be  extremely  unfortunate  if  it  is  not 
obtained,  especially  when  this  desirable  result  was  practically 
accomplished. 


A scheme  for  supplying  Green  Farm,  Woolrow.  and  Birkhouse, 
Clifton,  has  been  carefully  considered,  and  the  Local  Government 
Board  have  been  asked  to  sanction  the  Scheme,  'the  lack  of  water 
and  its  liability  to  pollution  have  been  severely  felt  in  these  districts 
for  many  years,  and  it  is  a matter  for  congratulation  that  a good  and 
wholesome  supply  is  shortly  likely  to  be  furnished  to  these  places. 
The  reasons  why  this  has  not  been  accomplished  before  have  been 
stated  in  a previous  report. 


I should  again  like  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  water  supply 
of  New  Longley,  Norland.  If  the  amount  cannot  be  increased  the 
water  might  still  be  protected  by  ascertaining  its  source  and  conveying 
it  in  proper  pipes.

SCAVENGING. 

Ihe  work  of  scavenging  in  the  Parishes  of  Clifton,  Hartshead, 
Norwood  Green  and  Coley  and  Upper  Greetland  is  undertaken  by  Con- 
tractors ami  this  has  been  generally  performed  in  a satisfactory  manner. 
Tenders  have  been  advertised  for  the  townships  of  Pixby  and  Norland. 
Owing  to  the  scattered  nature  of  the  population  in  both  places  the 
tenders  received  were  of  such  an  amount  as  to  render  public  scaveng- 
ing practically  prohibitory.  I trust  another  attempt  will  be  made  to 
brim'-  about  this  desirable  improvement  in  sanitation.
